GENERAL REMARKS, 

In closing this report, permit me to say that in a gen- 
eral way our schools have been prosperous and fair re- 
sults have been accomplished so far as order and our 
common school books are concerned, but is this all our 
schools should teach? What should we teach our youth? 
Our parents were taught in school, reading, writing, 
arithmetic, grammar and geography when our schools 
were twelve to fifteen weeks per year. As our schools 
increased in length, higher arithmetic, algebra, geome- 
try, history, composition, physiology, book-keeping and 
some other studies were added. As our schools further in 
creasedin length, ancient history, literature, civil govern- 
ment, anda host of other studies and supplementary read 
ers are pressing for attention. Many things and many 
subjects are urged by specialists, but first of all what are 
the essentials? We, as individuals, will go over this road 
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but once. While some may have time for all, a very 
large majority must attend to the essentials. Our chil- 
dren must be prepared to meet the new conditions and 
new problems that are constantly pressing themselves 
for solution. They cannot rest upon the works of their 
forefathers. New conditions will open for them, new 
opportunities, and equal responsibilities. How can we 
best prepare them to take advantage of the opportuni- 
ties and honestly discharge the responsibilities. The 
first essential is character, and whether we will or not it 
is known and read of all men. The foundation of this 
essential is commenced at home. Whatever it costs 
parents in self-denial and watchfulness over their own 
lives, it should be laid deep and strong with ¢ruth, hon- 
esty, brotherly love and reverence for the laws of God 
and man as the four corner stones. On this foundation 
we should teach our children by precept and example 
the worth of a high ideal character in any community. 
The next essential is a definite plan of what they need 
for the business they are to follow. The studies that 
usually occupy the attention of youth should be satis- 
factorily mastered. These should be followed by such 
studies as will prepare them in an easy way to keep ac- 
curate accounts of all business transactions and relate 
accurately all occurances that happen in their presence. 
For supplementary reading for boys some work on agri- 
culture and the reports of our agricultural experiment 
stations, and for girls some treatise on housekeeping and 
true home-making and adornment, also wholesome cook- 
ing and preserving. In short, such a course of study 
and research as will prepare both boys and girls to 
immediately put in practice what they have learned, and 
by research and experiment as life advances and oppor- 
tunity presents itself, to be, if not masters, at least pro- 
ficient and successful in their place and calling.
